Schleicher said that r£rs. Vfohl, for sosrie re^Json kiio;\m only to 
Jierself, took it -upon herself to T\Tite to . authorities in Warsaw informing 
then that Schleicher vas a sp;/- for the West Geraan Government. She 
took this action despite the fact that almost, the entire Polish Embassy 
staff. Including Anabassador flalecki, told her that they did not believe ; V 
Schleicher 'iras engaged in any xvay in espionage and that they could see- " 
no reason to deuy .hjja a visa. According to Schleicher, lirs,. Wohl had;^ , 
her .ovm channels of coir>riituiication, hovrever, aiid she went ahead submitting 
reports de3cr:'l!ins Schleicher in the iiiost abusive. texTCs. (Schleicher • 
told the iiabassy Officer that he had been informed of . the gist of her , * . 
reports by his close friend, Polish Embassy First Secretary Korzenioyski!.) 
Schleicher stated that the Mbassador hiEself felt powerless to take any ■ ' 
action to curb .Mrs. V/ohl's activities. The .Ambassador, at one point in \. 
the dispute^- told Schleicher, v/ith vAom he is friendly, that he vfould 
do everythijig ha ccnild to see to it that no adverse decision was made 
agaiixst Schleicher in the i-rtiole affair. Schleicher later learned from a 
Polishi £>nbass,T attache^ latiisajTiSki, that Mrs. ¥ohl went so far. as' to. 
tell several Yugoslav oificials in. >Jovi Sad that Schleicher was a Nazi 
officer in occupied Poland iii VJorld VJar II. (Obviously this is a lie, 
since Schleicher voiild have been 15 years old at the tinxe. ) At this 
point, Schleicher told his Polish friends that he-intended to make an 
official p.roteat against this slander, but he was persuaded to drop

Schleicher infoK-od the Jjih-:;;;;:. officer thet as cGlieVoG th^t llrs. Ihshl 
h£.a "cjriotber pof>itioh'-' in. the z:r*.:-=83y, i.e.. Kith the Fo] ish intelLlgenco 
service. Re further stated that she is universally aisllKod by her Polish 
Ernbassy colloaOT33 . v;ho corisider her to be m'vell luentally. Schleicher said 
that there had been several attempts made to have hei' recalled frc;;-; the 
Enibass;- and even renoved fron: the Foreign Kinistr;/ but that none had succeeded. 
Ke cccM'entei tr;at r.e tr:our;ht it inost unusual for a press attache to have her 
ovm lines of corr.iunicatiorii to i/arsaw -with v/rdch even the wrl^assador could 
not iirterfere. This gave X'ise to his e?:pre3sed ccnclvisicn. that she worked 
for a Polish agency other .than the Ministiy of Foreign Mfaii-s, 

In conc?LUsion. it should be mentioned that Schleicher iNdthdrevf the 
original visa applioatiari and resubmitted it inforraally later to KorzeniovfSki, 
■ivho obtained a visa for Schleicher's use vd.thin a niatter of days,

a- son about 18-19 years of age living vri.th her in Belgrade. .According -to 
Schleicher, the sou V;as involved in the theft of an Austrian newsman's 
car about a year ago and only through the intervention .of the Polish .. / \
